AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Please accept amended Claims 1 and 23, and new Claim 41 as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for providing access to an electronic profile of a first client to 
a second client comprising the steps of: 

creating a network accessible electronic profile of the first client, wherein the electronic 
profile is accessible by an active object, wherein the active object is bound to the electronic 
profile; 

defining an access right of the second client, wherein the access right determines a 
portion of the electronic profile accessible to the second client via the active object; 
verifying an identity of the second client; and 

providing access to the portion electronic profile to the second client via the active object, 
wherein the active object is transf e rabl e : transferred to the second client from the first client. 

storing a contract t e mplate, wherein th e contract t e mplat e comprises a plurality of rol e s 
and a plurality of access rights, wh e r e in e ach rol e is associat e d with at least on e acc e ss right; 

staffing each rol e with one of the first client and th e s e cond cli e nt, wher e in th e first cli e nt 
and th e s e cond cli e nt each provid e acc e ss to corresponding e l e ctronic profil e s acc e ssibl e by 
corresponding active obj e cts; and 

assigning acc e ss rights to th e first client and s e cond cli e nt according to th e contract 
template and th e active obj e cts. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of defining a second access right 
of a third client wherein the access right determines a portion of the electronic profile available 
to the third client via the active object. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the active object is a network 
accessible active object. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein electronic profile comprises location information 
of the first client. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein electronic profile comprises status information of 
the first client. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein electronic profile comprises a communication 
channel of the first client. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of defining the access right further 
comprises the step of defining the access right according to a predefined access right specifying a 
portion of the electronic profile accessible to the second client. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7, wherein the electronic profile is associated with one or 
more clients. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of limiting the portion of the 
electronic profile provided by the active object according to a preference of the second client.

10. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the active object enables the second client to 
contact the first client. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the steps: 

specifying, in the electronic profile, a communication channel of the first client accessible 
to the second client; and 

establishing the communication channel between the first client and the second client 
upon selecting the communication channel, wherein the active object comprises means for 
selecting the communication channel. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the electronic profile notifies the first client upon 
an access of the electronic profile. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the first client and the second client 
is a role satisfied by one or more users. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of specifying means for 
transacting funds. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the means for transacting funds is specified in 
the electronic profile. 
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16. (Original) The method of claim 14, further comprising the step of charging a fee for 
transacting funds between the first client and the second client. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the means for transacting funds dynamically 
determines one of a source and a destination of funds of the first client according to a property of 
the transaction. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of authenticated the electronic 
profile. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of authenticating information 
disclosed by the electronic profile. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of automatically modifying the 
access right of the second client according to a variable defined in the electronic profile. 

21. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the access right changes over time as a function of 
a relationship between the first party and the second party. 

22. (Cancelled) 

23. (Currently Amended) A program storage device readable by machin e a storage network 
node, tangibly embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform 
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method steps for providing access to an electronic profile of a first client to a second client, the 
method comprising the steps of: 

creating storing a network accessible electronic profile of the first client, wherein the 
electronic profile is accessible by an active object, wherein the active object is bound to the 
electronic profile; 

defining storing an access right of the second client, wherein the access right determines 
a portion of the electronic profile accessible to the second client via the active object; 
verifying an identity of the second client; and 

providing access to the portion electronic profile to the second client via the active object, 
wherein the active object is transf e rabl e : t ransferred to the second client from the first c lient, and 
wherein the second client is network nodes coupled to the storage network no de via a network. 

storing a contract templat e , wher e in the contract templat e compris e s a plurality of rol e s 
and a plurality of access rights, wherein e ach role is associated with at least one access right; 

staffing e ach role with one of th e first cli e nt and the s e cond client, wh e rein the first cli e nt 
and th e s e cond cli e nt each provide access to corresponding electronic profiles accessibl e by 
corresponding active obj e cts; and 

assigning access rights to the first client and second client according to the contract 
templat e and the active obj e cts.

41. (New) The method of claim 1, further comprising the steps of: , 
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storing a contract template, wherein the contract template comprises a plurality of roles 
and a plurality of access rights, wherein each role is associated with at least one access right; 

staffing each role with one of the first client and the second client, wherein the first client 
and the second client each provide access to corresponding electronic profiles accessible by 
corresponding active objects; and 

assigning access rights to the first client and second client according to the contract 
template and the active objects. 
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
